The  time  had  arrived  when,  with  the

While  Dealing  With  Food  Taxa- 
tion Question  at  Dundee  He 
Reads  Letter  From  President 
of  the  Association 


TvONDON.  Jan.  29. — Premier  A^aulth, 
who  received  the  freedom  of  the  city 
of  Dundee,  held  a  meeting  of  con- 
stituents of  East  Fife  last  night  and 
dealt  with  the  recent  speeches  of 
Bonar  Law  and  Austen  Chamberlain  on 
food    taxation. 

"I  have  failed,"  said  the  Premier,  "to 
understand  why  the  burden  of  responsi- 
bility is  to  be  thrown  upon  the  col- 
onies. I  don't  believe  the  Dominions 
would  consent  for  a  moment  to  enter 
Into    such    a    position." 

Continuing  he  said:  "I  have  received 
a  remarkable  document  from  the  Man!^ 
toba  Grain  Growers'  Asso-clatlon.  signed 
by  the  president,  who  tells  mo  It  la  an 
association  representing  10,000  farmers 
in  the  Province.  These  are  the  peo- 
ple who,  if  food  taxes  were  imposed, 
are  believed  to  benefit  by  them.  This 
Is  the  voice  of  Manitoba;  hear  what 
they   say: 

"  'Newspaper  despatches  Indicate  that 
a  movement  Is  afoot  In  Great  Britain 
to  tax  foreign  wheat  In  order  to  give 
preference  to  wheat  from  the  Overseas 
Dominions.  It  is  stated  that  the  Inten- 
tion Is  to  refer  the  question  to  the 
Oversea^=<  Domlnloh.s.  This  is  a  vital 
matter  to  the  farmers  of  Canada,  and 
a*  president  txf  the  Manitoba  Grain 
Growers'  Association,  I  wish  to  call 
your  attention  to  a  resolution  adopted 
on  January  8,  that  thla  convention  op- 
poses any  preferential  tariff  scheme 
that  will  give  Weatern  grain  growers 
a  higher  price  for  their  grain  at  the 
expense  of  British  workmen.'  " 
Object    to    Tax    Idaa 

Then  the  letter  to  Mr.  Asqulth  con- 
tinues: 

"Manitoba  farmers  believe  that  the 
British  trade  policy  Is  a  British  ques- 
tion •entirely,  and  resent  any  attempt 
on  the  part  of  our  Government  in  Inter- 
fere In  matters  which  affect  the  Brit- 
ish people  alone.  When  it  Is  suggested 
that  the  question  be  referred  to  the 
Overseas  Domlnlonv;,  we  consider  we 
should  give  expression  'to  our  views, 
particularly  the  Krain  growers'  asNOcla- 
tion,  who  are  the  largest  exporters  In 
the  British  Kmplro  and  that  Great  Bri- 
tain Is  our  chief  market  at  file  present 
time.  We  wish  the  people  of  Great 
Britain  to  distinctly  understand  that 
we  have  no  desire  to  place  any  Tsurden 
on  the  British  consumer  for  our  bene- 
fit. We  believe  that  any  preference 
given  to  wheat  growers  In  the  Domin- 
ions will  simply  result  In  an  Increased 
cost  to  the  British  consumer.  We  are 
quite  willing  to  face  the  world's  com- 
petition in  the  British  market,  and  are 
only  anxious  that  British  manufaoturara 
should  be  given  free  access  to  the  Can- 
adian  market." 

Concluding,  Premier  Asqulth  aald: 
"The  relations  between  the  Mother 
Country  and  her  great  Domlnlona  have 
never  been  more  Intimate  and  affec- 
tionate. In  the  creation  of  the  South 
African  Union  and  upon  the  grant  of 
responsible  government  to  the  Trana- 
vaal  we  B<>e  a  triumph  of  Liberal 
principles  and  the  Liberal  iK)llcy,  and 
throughout  the  Empire  there  is  every- 
where a  growing  reapeet  for  cloaer  co- 
operation In  the  great  and  common  taak 
of    Imperial   defence."

— The  announce- 
ment that  the  Royal  Mall  Steam  Packet 
line  has  completed  arrangements  for 
establishing  a  tnonthly  steamflhlp  ser- 
vice between  Europe  and  North  Pacific 
points  via  the  Suez  Canal  and  the 
Orient,  was  received  from  London  to- 
day in  a  cablegram  to  Frank  Water- 
house  &  Co.,  who  will  act  as  American 
agents  for   the  new   line. 

The  new  service  will  he  begun  with 
the  sailing  from  London,  May  7,  of  the 
British  steamship  Monmouthishlre  for 
Victoria  and  Vancouver,  B.  C;  Seattle 
and  Tacoma,  Washington,  and  Portland, 
Oregon.  The  route  followed  by  the 
steamship  line  will  place  them  In  active 
competition  with  the  Blue  Funnel  line, 
which  maintains  a  monthly  service  be- 
tween   Liverpool    and    Puget    Sound. 

The  Royal  Mall  Steam  Packet  lino  la 
the  second  large  line  to  announce  its 
establishment  of  service  between  Eu- 
rope and  North  Pacific  points  recently, 
the  Hamburg-American  line  having 
made  a  similar  announcement  a  short 
time  ago.

The  supply  charges  to  consumers  are 
to  be:  For  electric  light,  8  cents  per 
kilowatt  hour,  to  be  subsequently  re- 
duced to  7  and  6  cents;  for  boat,  |1  per 
1000  pounds  of  steam  pressure  developed 
by  the  company.  A  discount  of  10  per 
dent  of  the  bills  paid  within  ten  days. 
No   meter  rents. 

In  consideration  of  the  franchise  the 
company  la  to  pay  the  city  1  per  cent 
on  the  flret  ten  years'  gross  earnings, 
2  per  cent  on  the  gross  earnings  for  the 
ensuing  five  years  and  2  1-1  per  cent  for 
Ihe  balance  of  the  term.

BODIES  DISCOVERED 

BY  STAGE  DRIVER 


DAWSON,  Y.  T.,  Jan.  29. — A  double 
murder  and  suicide  are  reported  from 
Black  Hills  Creek,  Yukon.  On  Thursday 
morning'  at  noon  the  bodies  of  W.  F. 
Smith  and  hla  wife  and  that  of  C.  M. 
Kelly  were  found  at  the  Skookum  road 
house.  All  three  had  been  shot  t.->  death 
with    a    rifle. 

Smith  and  hla  wife  were  'ccepers  ot 
the  road  house  on  the  overland  trail; 
Kelly  was  employed  as  a  stableman  by 
the   White   Pass  Company.  ' 

Mounted  police  are  nhw  on  their  way 
out  from  Dawaon  to  the  scene  of  the 
tragedy. 

Kelly's  body  was  found  in  the  stable 
with  a  •bullet  hole  through  the  breast 
and  covered  by  a  horse  hisnkot.  Mrs. 
Smith's  body  lay  across  her  bed  In  the 
road  house,  with  Smith's  alongside  her. 
Smith  evidently  killed  both  and  then 
commltt€>d  suicide.  The  rifle  lay  be- 
tween his  legs,  with  the  trigger  attached 
to  his  toe  by  a  string.  He  had  one  boot 
and  aock  off, 

Mra.  Smith,  about  66,  waa  formerly 
Mrs.  Jones,  mother  of  Jeaale  Jonea, 
well  known  In  the  Tukon  aa  an  amateur 
aotreaa.  The  latter  la  now  ilra.  Dr. 
Murray,  of  Tacoma, 

Smith,  aged  about  40,  had  been  en- 
gaged in  mining  on  Black  Hills  Creek 
'or  aome  yeara,  and  formerly  ran  a 
laundry  in  Dawaon.  Kelly  waa  formerly 
a  member  of  the  Mounted  Police,  waa  a 
baaet>aJI  player,  and  waa  employed  by 
the  Canadian  Oovernment  on  the  inter- 
national boundary  aurvey.  He  waa  a 
very  popular  young  man,  aged  about  JIT. 
No  motive  haa  been  diacovered  for  the 
crimes.

If  a 
man  ia  born  in  the  United  Kingdom,  no 
matter  who  his  parents  are,  he  la  con- 
aldered  a  British  aubject  from  the  time 
of  his  birth.  What  Canada  is  most 
concerned  about  is  the  men  who  comt> 
hero  from  other  countries,  take  the  oath 
of  allegiance  and  receive  certificates  of 
naturalization.  Thla  does  not  make  a 
man  a  British  subject  in  a  worldwide 
sense.  For  instance,  an  American  na- 
turalized in  Canada  la  a  Brltlah  eubject 
In  BO  far  aa  Canada  is  concerned.  In 
the  same  way,  no  right  la  conferred  In 
the    United    Kingdom. 

Mr.  Macdonald  aald  It  waa  quite  evi- 
dent that  the  laws  throughout  the  Bm- 
plre are  in  a  confused  state.  For  in- 
stance, Hon.  Geo.  H.  Perley,  who  has 
been  mentioned  as  a  possible  Canadian 
representative  on  the  Imperial  Defence 
Committee,  waa  born  In  New  Hamp-'' 
ahlre.

rate.  The  annual  returns  showed  that 
the  piitput  of  practically  everything 
from  the  Old  Country  had  greatly  ex- 
ceeded all  previous  records. '  In  every 
industry  he  A'lslted  the  plant  was  being 
extended  to  cope  with  the  increasing 
demands  and  people  were  more  perma- 
nently employed  than  they  had  been  for 
a    long   time. 

"The  land  conditions  are  very  bad, 
however,  and  I  attribute  that  to  the 
legislative  inipoBltions  of  the  Ijiberal 
Government  and  the  fear  of  more  of  the 
same  thing  in  the  future.  On  the  stock 
market  I  found  things  In  a  rather  weak 
condition.  Securities  of  all  descriptions 
had  suffered  an  appreciable  decrease, 
partially,  I  think,  on  account  of  the 
war,  and  partially  on  the  excessive  re- 
quirements of  industrial  concerns. 
From  my  observations  of  the  market 
I  would  not  be  surprised  if  colonial  cor- 
porations and  municipalities  had  to  pay 
a  higher  rate  of  interest  for  loans  tl^an 
has  been  the  case  in  the  past 
Activity    In    Shipplaj. 

"Shipping  Is  enjo.vJng  a  period  of 
great  activity.  Every  yard  in  the  coun- 
try Is  working  overtime,  and  the  people 
who  had  ships  under  construction  be- 
fore the  boom  must  have  made  a  tre-  j 
mendous  profit  on  them.  In  the  "float" 
at  Liverpool,  where  I  have  seen  as 
msny  as  a  hundred  ships,  there  are  now 
none  at  all,  everything  that  can  sail 
the  seas  or  rivers  at  all  being  in  com-, 
mission  to  handle  the  wonderful  in- 
crease   in    general    business. 

"Of  .the  political  situation  I  would 
say  that  the  doom  of  the  present  Gov- 
ernment is  near.  They  can't  possibly 
last  much  longer.  The  country  Is  seeth- 
ing with  political  unrest,  and -I  am  sure 
that  If  the  Conservative  Party  gives 
an  undertaking  to  the  people  that  lie- 
foro  bringing  in  a  policy  that  would 
have  the  effect  of  placing  a  tax  on  food 
they  would  make  a  special  appeal  to  the 
country  on  that  issue  alone,  they  would 
hf-  returned  to  offlre  on  every  other 
Issue. 

Chagrined  at  Relative. 

"I  had  to  wait  a  long  time  \mtil  1 
met  a  Liberal  and  then  1  was  chagrined, 
for  ho  proved  to  be  a  relative.  Even 
in  Manchester  the  people  are  anxious 
for  a  change,  and  when  that  great  cen- 
tre of  Liberal  opinion  speaks  In  that 
direction  it  is  significant  of  many 
things. 

"Then,  of  cour.sie,  there  wh.>;  the  .Suf- 
fragette. T  met  her  In  various  aspects, 
hut  did  not  take  to  her  at  all.  I  am 
happy  to  think  that  during  my  stay  In 
London  the  militants  did  not  prosecute

and  our  sense  of  falrplay.  The  fact 
that  Mr.  AVllUnms  may  understand  the 
conditions  under  which  miners  work 
does  not  constitute  him  an  authority 
upon  social  conditions  generally,  or  en- 
title him  to  pose  as  ah  authority  on, 
fundamental    economic    questions. 

We  refer  to  Mr.  WHUama  because  he 
has  assumed  to  speak  authoritatively 
on  economic  (luestlons  and  because,  he 
Is  representative  of  a  class  of  people, 
who  have  succeeded  In  convincing  them- 
selves that  only  the  men  and  women, 
who  work  with  tliolr  hands,  have  a  right 
conception  of  what  is  best  for  society 
as  a  whole  and  for  Individual  members 
of  it.  So  far  from  the  advocates  of 
Socialism  having  advanced  the  Interests 
of  woikingmen,  we  think  It  may  be 
truthfully  said  that  they  have  injured 
those  inte'"<'st«.  The  whole  labor  ques- 
tion Is  intensely  x>ractlcal.  What  every 
intelligent  workingman  desires  is  that  he 
shall  be  able  to  deriVe  from  his.  toll  io. 
maximum  of  advantage,  and  that  he 
shall  do  hia  work  under  the  most  fa- 
vorably conditions.  The  attainment  of 
these  laudable  objects  is  worthy  of  Hie 
continued  effort  of  all  persons,  whether 
they  bilong  to  the  employing  or  the 
employed  class;  because  the  more  far 
vorable  is  the  condition  of  the  workers, 
the  sounder  will  be  the  basis  upon 
which  the  whole  social  superstructure 
rests.  The  desired  results  cannot  be 
reached  by  a  single  bound.  Such  pro- 
gress as  has  been  accomiillshed  has 
been  slow;  but  it  has  been  real  progress. 
It  is  progress  to  which  almost  every 
class  in  the  community  has  contributed, 
greatly    to   the   benefit   of   us   all. 

We  think  it  may  bo  said  with  full 
justice  that  to  this  progress  the  ad- 
vocates of  Socialism  as  such  and  the 
doctrines  they  teach  have  contributed 
nothing:  at  all.  Doubtless  many  ad- 
vanced Socialists  have  been  foremost 
in  efforts  to  .ameliorate  the  conditions 
of  labor,  but  this  is  not  because  of  their 
Socialism,  b'lt  because  of  their  sense 
of  right.  On  the  otht>r  hand,  the  So- 
cialists have  Injured  I^al-.or  by  Instill- 
ing into  the  minil.'i  of  men  a  longing  for 
the  unnttalniiblo  and  by  sowing  seeds 
of  discord  between  those  whose  inter- 
ests arc  easy  of  reconciliation.  We  re- 
call the  case  of  a  certain  strike,  which 
occurred  some  years  ago.  The  differ- 
ence between  the  employers  and  the 
workmen  was  ultimately  adjusted  to  the 
satisfaction  of  both  parties,  but  it  was 
rendTCd  difficult,  and  much  needless 
suffering  was  ransfd  among  the  work- 
men's families  by  thf  fact  that  Social- 
istic agitators  had  Inflamed  the  minds 
of  the  men  by  thoir  incendiary  talk. 
When  the  men  finally  went  to  work 
again,  it  could  not  be  truthfully  assert- 
ed that  Socinll.stic  principles  gained 
even  the  shadow  of  a  victory.  W« 
think  It  can  be  truthfully  said  that  So- 
cialist agitation  has  done  much  to  In- 
jure the  cause  of  Labor,  and  nothing 
whatever    to   promote   It. 

To  /What  extent  the  doctrines  of  So- 
olailam  .may  ultimately  prevail  no  one 
can  pretend  to  say.

Lloyd's  register  contains  figures 
which  show  that  the  present  is  tho 
busiest  time  in  the  history  of  shlp- 
bulldins:  In  Great  Britain.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  this  year  there  were  542 
vessels,  of  1,970,065  tons,  under  csn- 
ntructlon  in  the  United  Kingdom.  These 
figures  are  exclusive  of  warships  of 
which  eighty-four  were  under  construc- 
tion, seventy-two  being  British  ships 
and  twelve  foreign.  It  is  pointed  out' 
that  the  increased  activity  is  shared  by 
oyery  shipbuilding  district  of  import- 
ance in  the  country.  Glasgow-  heads 
the  list  with  114  vessels  of  487,344  tons. 
How  Great  Britain  is  more  than  main- 
taining her  maritime  supremacy  can  be 
gathered  from  the  returns  from  thirteen 
other  foreign  countries  whore  at  the 
end  of  .the  year  the  number  of  vessels 
under  construction  was  463  of  1,368,671 
tons  gross.  In  the  latter  tlgures  are  in- 
cluded all  the  ships  which  are  being 
built   in   the   oversea  dominions. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  some  at 
least  of  this  shipbuilding  activity  is 
due  to  the  approaching  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal.  We,  In  Victoria,  hear 
from  time  to  time,  of  different  steam- 
ship companies  which  Intend  establish- 
ing services  to  British  Columbia  ports 
as  soon  as  the  trans-Isthmian  water- 
way Is  open.  The  new  trade  develop- 
menl.«i  -whlcli  are  certain  to  take  place 
will  require  a  large  (leet  of  vessels. 
This  fact  is  thorouglily  appreciated  by 
British  firms  and  we  have  little  doubt 
by  those  of  other  nations  as  well.  The 
seaborne  commerce  will  be  forthcom- 
ing, in  how  larpe  bulk  it  Is  difficult  to 
say,  but  the  question  is — will  our  ports 
be  ready  to  receive  the  additional  ves- 
sels when  they  arrive?  We.  in  Vic- 
toria, are  fortunate  In  that  the  prelimln- 
nry  steps  towards  extensive  Improve-' 
mcnts  are  already  being  taken.  It 
should  not  be  forgotten,  however,  that 
from  the  latest  Information  the  Pan- 
ama Canal  will  h«  op«n  to  traffic  much 
sooner  than  expected.  There  are  very 
many  things  to  be  considered  if  this 
city  is  going  to  secure  her  share  of  the 
additional  trade.  One  of  the  most  im- 
portant of  these,  and  otle  which  should 
be  constantly  borne  In  mind.  Is  the 
need  of  one  or  more  grain  elevators. 
There  is  no  reason  why  this  port  should 
not  become  a  very  Important  entrepot 
for  the  shipment  of  the  harvest  of  the 
prairie    to    the    markets    of    Europe.

There  are  a  number  of  educated 
Chinamen  abroad  in  all  the  leading 
countries  of  tho  world,  studying  prob- 
lems of  government.  What  the  out- 
come of  their  investigations  will  be 
the  future  only  can  disclose;  but  it 
aeoms  as  if  great  good  must  result, 
for  these  students  of  affalns  are  men 
who  have  been  trainee!  in  the  learning 
both  of  the  Orient  and  the  Occident. 
One  of  these  ambassadors  of  the 
Oriental  advance,  who  visited  the  of- 
fices of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission at  Washington,  D.  C,  for  the 
purpoGo  of  investigating  the  constitu- 
tion and  powers  of  that  bod.v,  holds 
two  degrees  from  Heidelberg  and  three 
from  Cornell.  He  is  also  an  ac- 
complished    Chinese     scholar. 

Such  men  as  he  have  a  very  great 
advantage.  They  are  able  to  examine 
Occidental  methods  without  the  pre- 
judice which  necessarily  grows  out  of 
long  usage.  They  are  able  to  dif- 
ferentiate between  the  strong  and  weak 
points  in  the  governmental  machinery 
of     other     countries.  How       skilfully 

th*y  will  be  able  to  apply  the  lessons 
thoy  learn  to  the  circumstance  of 
China  remains  to  be  seen.  That  they 
will  be  to  some  extent  handicapped 
by  rarlal  traditions  and  customs  may 
be  admitted,  but  on  the  other  hand  they 
may  find  themselves  able  to  turn  these 
to  great  advantage.  Men  who  .  are 
transforming  an  ancient  cIvlllEatlon 
have  iio  light  task,  but  fortunately  foi 
China,  the  prospective  change*  are  ab 
great  a  departure  from  former  oon- 
ditiona  that  it  may  be  possible  to 
build  up  an  eclectic  government  sys- 
tem, whieh  will  choose  the  best  from 
all  others.

The  Yellow  Peril  is  no 
longer  one  of  brute  force;  it  io  one  of 
brains;  and  how  much  of  a  peril  It  will 
bo  depends  largely  upon  the  Occidental 
races.

Kven  In  the 
liighest  tenor  parts  of  "  l.conore  "  it 
was  impossible  to  believe  that  the 
singer  was  only  n  plcttire  nnd  that  ilie 
sound  waa  reslly  coming  from  a  pho- 
nographic  back  of   the   W'hlto  .ocreen.

anywhere  should  be  a  Brltl«h  subject 
everywhere,  but  the  British  Government 
Insisted  on  tho  view  that  an  alien  could 
not  be  naturalized  In  the  United  King- 
dom until  lie  qualified  wllh  five  years' 
residence. 

Mr.  Macdonald  was  of  the  opinion 
that  If  the  varied  conditions  were  allow- 
ed to  continue,  the  plan  of  unity  of  the 
Empire,  which  ao  many  dealred.  would 
not  be  readily  accompllsiied.  When  he 
brought  the  subject  up  last  year  the 
matter  had  readied  the  staye  where  It 
had  been  agreed  that  a  bill  would  bo 
Introduced,  into  the  t^peript  P^rljlament 
knd  ■ubmitted  to  t))«  varioua  Overaeaa 
Domlntona.  The  qucattodi  now  Is  what 
haa  alnce  boen  done  V>y  the  Oovernment 
,,  In  reitariJ  lo  tho  matter.

try, providing  both  countries  adope  cer- 
tain provisions  In  common.  One  of 
these  provisions  Is  In  regard  to  the  re- 
sidence necessary  before  a  certificate 
can  be  granted.  In  great  Britain  five 
years  Is  required,  while  In  Canada  three 
years  la  all  that  is  necessary.  It  was 
Just  a  question,  he  said,  how  long  11 
would  take  to  bring  about  this  result. 
Two  tftwa  PoBslbla 
.Mr.  German  asked  If  it  was;  proposed 
to  have  two  naturalization  laws,  om- 
local  in  character,  and  the  other  for 
Imperial    naturalization ? 

Mr.  Doherty  said  that  course  could  be 
adopted  if  necessary.  For  the  puriHJse 
of  Imperial  naturoii'/.ation  the  five  years 
provision  would  luive  to  be  retained. 
TN'e  in  Canada  would  hav-e  to  decide 
whether  It  Is  desirable  to  continue  the 
throe   year   residence  plan. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  iMherty  said  that 
none  of  the  provisions  of  the  bill  now 
before  the  Imperial  Parliament  will  ap- 
ply here  until  pas.sed  by  the  Canadian 
Parliament.  Before  pressing  the  mat- 
ter further  It  would  he  desirable  to 
wait  until  the  legislation  has  been  en- 
acted In  England.  He  assured  the 
house  that  there  la  nothing  In  the 
terms  of  the  bill  now  before  the  Im- 
perial Parliament  which  would  con- 
stitute an  invasion  of  the  rights  of  the 
Dominion  as  conferred  by  the  British 
North    -America    .\ct. 

Banata  and  Civil  BarTloa 
It!  the  Upper  House.  Senator  Cloran 
asked  if  Hon.  Geo.  K.  Foster,  Minis- 
tor  of  Trade  and  Commerce,  had  made 
a  public  declaration  In  which  he  ap- 
pears to  repudiate  the  Nationalists  of 
Quebec,  and  In  which  he  openly  exulted 
over  the  defeat  and  rejection  of  the 
National  policy  on  the  naval  question 
in    the   Cabinet, 

Hon.  Mr.  LouRbeed  raised  the  point 
of  order  that  the  rjuestlon  referred  to 
a  speech  in  Parliament  during  tho  pres- 
ent session,  and  thu.n  did  not  admit  of 
an   answer. 

Senator  Powers  niovpd  the  reference 
of  the  rpport  of  Sir  George  Murray  <>n 
the  reorganization  of  the  public  service 
of  Canada  to  tlie  Senate  committee  on 
civil  service  administration.  In  doing 
so  he  stated  that  civil  service  reform 
was  likely  to  be  more  popular  with  the 
vartyoutof  power  than  with  tho  party 
in  power.  This  report  was  valuable 
as  an  outside  opinion  by  an  expert  who 
had  no  party  affiliations  In  Canada.  He 
quoted  with  approval  Sir  George  Mur- 
ray's pccommerttlBtion  that  the  service 
should  he  made  attractive  enough  to  at- 
tr.Tit  capable  men  and  that  capacity 
In  It  should  be  rccognlred  in  such  a 
way  as  to  Induce  the  civil  servants  to 
give  their  best  efforts  to  their  duties. 
TftTora  trnAar-Saoratarlaa 
."^Ir  George  Boss  favored  the  adoption 
of  the  British  system  of  under-sccre- 
tarles,  who  would  havi.  special  privi- 
leges and  special  duties.  Lords  Rose- 
bcry  and  Salisbury.

What'ever  may  be  the  unswers  to 
these  questions,  there  la  no  doubt  that 
teachers,  m':!dlcal  Inspectors,  and  nurses 
should  use  their  united  powers  of  per- 
suasion before  they  resort  to  the  ma- 
chinery of  the  law.  Nowhere  are  tact 
and  common  sense  more  necc-Hsary  than 
when  theru  Is  a  necessity  for  int'crfer- 
ence  between  children  and  parents.  Un- 
less for  the  very  gravest  peasons  the 
authority  of  the  parent  ought  to  be  up- 
held by  everyone  who  has  to  do  with 
the  child.  The  practice,  too  common 
among  some  teaehors,  of  belittling  the 
home,  1.1  one  that  every  rlght-feellng 
man   or  woman  will  studiously  avoid.

WANTS  BOTH  "PROS'' AND 
AMATEURS  AT  OLYMPIAD 

LONDON,  Eng.,  Jan.  29. — ^At  the  an- 
nual dinner  tonight  of  the  South  Lon- 
don Harriers  Club,  President  WlUiB. 
who  said  that  the  club  was  the  pioneer 
in  International  athletes,  made  the 
.startlins  proposal  that  the  next 
Olympic  games  should  be  open  to  both 
amateurs    ajid    professionals. 

Without  any  , direct  reference  to 
Thorpe  he  contended  that  the  line  be- 
tween professionals  and  amateurs  was 
less  sharply  drawn  in  other  countries 
than  in  England  and  therefore  England 
was  rtot  in  the  same  position  to  com- 
pete aa  other  coimtries.  He  argued  that 
until  the  Olympij;  games  were  thrown 
open  to  the  professional  and  the  best 
athletes  any  country  was  able  to  pro- 
duce were  brought  together,  the  Eng- 
lish position  as  the  premier  athletic 
country  of  the  world  never  again  could 
be   attained. 

Sporting  Life,  commenting  on  ilie 
Thorpe  Incident,  completely  exonerates 
the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  of  the 
I'nitcd  States,  and  thinks  its  ample 
apology  ^should  be  accepted  i\i  the  spirit 
in  which  It  wais  offered.

Xe  CUneae  Text  Books 

Sir. — Willi  regard  to  the  above,  I 
shall  first  quote  from  a  text-book  which 
1    have  by  mc  at  the  present  time: 

"China  is  not  a  country  in  which  one 
spoken  lanjruago  prevails,  but  there  are 
about  eight  WfU-markecl  dialects,  so 
distinct  as  to  constitute  eight  different 
languages,  any  two  of  which  are  quite 
as  unlike  as  English  and  Dutch.  These

Throughout  the  region  of  the  Yang-Tze 
Valley,  and  from  thence  northwards,  we 
come  into  the  range  of  the  great  dia- 
lect, popularly  known  as  ■Mandarin,' 
which  sweeps  round  behind  the  narrow 
Btrl.p  of  coast  occupied  by  the  various 
dialects  above  mentioned,  and  domin- 
ates a  hinterland  constltutlns:  about 
four-fifths  of  China  proper.  Through- 
out this  reglan.  Mandarin,  or  the  of- 
ficial dialect,  will  be  understood,  and 
Mandarin  In  Its  purest  form  is  now  the 
Mandarin  of  Peking,  or  the  Court  dia- 
lect."

Lumbermen  in  Eastern  Canada 
Believe  Domestic  Mills  Will 
Save  the  Greater  Part  of  the 
Duty 


MONTREAl.,  Jan.  29. — Lumbermen 
are  keenly  Interesled  In  the  proceedtnga 
at  Washington,  where  attomi'ts  arc  be- 
ing made  to  )iava  the  duty  on  pulp, 
paper  and  lumber  removed,  or  at  leaat 
lowered.  An  official  of  one  of  the 
largest  lumber  and  paper  mill  com- 
panies, and  one  doing  a  larpe  export 
business  to  the  United  Statel*,  explained 
Ihe  .position  of  the  Canadian  lumber  and 
paper   men. 

"In  regard  to  lumber,  I  think  that  the 
Canadian  mills  will  save  the  greater 
part  of  the  duty,"  he  stated.  "There 
is  not  sufficient  lumber  In  the  United 
States  market  frp^m  Canada  to  mater- 
ially effect  the  New  York  n»ark«t  price, 
and  for  this  reason  the  Canadiim  l|»i)^» 
bermen  will  save  |l.?6  per  tlipMipA" 
feet  that  is  charsed;  that  iB  to  i»y;  M 
present  they  are  obliged  to  ioU  their 
lumber  |1.26  per  tfaooMAi^  cheaper  he- 
cause  of  the  duty"    '  Jr. 

Referring  tO  Weitetft  CmaOs*  tt  WM 
ijointed  out  ^i»t  lumtoet  from  the 
Southern  St*te»  .WM  in«Wl»«,fre»*  head- 
wiqCvlp^  ,J8(M*atchewan  and  Alherta,  ae 
It  HJp  IWafaa  dfBMgd  on  one  aWe.  aaid 
was  frep  of.  <!^ttJS,  for  that  reason. 

"In  regard  to  the  ptoposeil  b|iaafea. 

the  present  paper  -lin^  i^  jwrtfrtllarlY 
newspaper,  escapes  ;i\i#l|wj<|^|en  manu- 
factured from  private  land,  or  when 
bought  from  farmers.  As  80  per  cent 
of  the  pulp  manufactured  in  Canada  Is 
from  public  lands,  it  can  be  seen  that 
the  pulp  and  paper  mills,  in  order  to 
escape  the  duty  going  into  the  States, 
must  get  their  wood  for  this  paper 
from  private  lands.  If  this  resJtrlction 
Is  removed.  It  will  mean  a  great  boon 
to  the  Canadian  pulp  companies,  and 
they  will  be  In  a  position  to  handl'e 
the  business,  'or  during  the  last  year 
considerable  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  mills  In  Canada,  in  this  Prov- 
ince particularly,  and  the  great  danger 
now  is  over-production.  At  present,  the 
mills  have  great  quantities  of  pulpwood 
stored  away.  This  is  a  factor  which 
will  prevent  the  prices  in  Canada  for 
piilp  and  paper  from  advancing  to  the 
home   consumer. 

"The  Provincial  Government  last 
month  passed  an  order-in-councU  allow- 
ing four  large  companies  to  export  wood 
taken  from  crown  lands,  and  thus  en- 
able them  to  get  their  paper  into  the 
United  States  duty  free.  Why  this  was 
done  in  the  case  of  four  companies  is 
a  mystery. 

Canadian  Position  Secure 

"The  Canadian  position  is  secure.  The 
T'nlted  States  cannot  increase  their 
duties,  but  must  lower  them,  because 
of  their  dependency  on  Canada  for  the 
raw  material.  They  get  l.OOO.OOn  cords 
of  wood  annually  from  this  country,  and 
250,000  tons  of  ground  wood  pulp,  and 
40,000  tons  of  chemical  pulp,  and  100,- 
000  tons  of  newspaper  pulp.  The  United 
States  imports  from  Europe  400.000  tons 
of  chemical  pulp.  but  no  pulpwood 
whatever." 

The  informant,  while  feeling  that  the 
removal  of  duties  would  help  Canadian 
business,  thought  that  the  fact  that  sev- 
eral large  mills  had  lost  considerable 
money  of  late  years  In  Canada  because 
of  over-production  should  serve  as  a 
pftutlon  against  the  erection  of  more 
mill.s  in  Canada  for  several  years  at 
least.

CHILI'S  RICH  ORE  FIELD 


Mr.    Charles    M.    Schwab    Says    Deposits 

There  Assay   Sixty-Seven  Par 

Cent  to   the  Ton 

NEW  YOnK.  Jan.  23. — Details  of  the 
important  arrangements  on  behalf  of 
.steel  Interests  In  this  country  which  he 
was  reported  In  recent  cable  dispatches 
to  have  made  in  Paris,  were  madi? 
known  by  Charles  M.  Schwab  on  his 
arrival  in  this  city  on  board  the  Kaiser 
Wllhelm  11.,  of  the  North  German 
Lloyd   line. 

Mr.  Schwab,  who  is  president  of  the 
Bethlehem  Steel  Corporation,  disclosed 
yesterday  that  by  arrangement  with 
French  tlnanciers  who  had  received  a 
concession  by  the  Chilian  government 
ho  had  taken  over  for  the  Bethlehem 
Steel  Corporation  a  large  field  of  iron 
ore  deposit  in  Cblll  near  tiie  shores  of 
Grande  Cruas  Bay.  He  said  that  a 
fleet  of  steamships  will  ))«  built  Im- 
mediately to  carry  thp  ore  to  this  coun- 
try. Mr.  Schwab  declared  the  ore  fields 
to  be  the  richest  In  the  world,  assaying 
sixty-seven  per  cent  to  the  ton.  There 
Is  100.000,000  tons  of  iron  ore  available 
in   th«  fields. 

Explaining  why  the  Bethlehem  com- 
pany had  been  so  anxious  tn  get  con- 
trol of  the  d<>po«lt,  Mr.  Schwab  said 
that  the  oonc-ern's  yearly  consumption 
of  ore  hss  grown  from  300,000  tons  to 
1,600,000  tons,  and  that  Us  plant  is  to 
bo  so  enlarged  a«  to  give  it  an  output 
capacity  of  1,000,000  tons  of  finished 
steel  every  vear. 

Mr.  Schwab  denied  that  he  was  asso- 
ciated with  any  combination  of  Interests 
between  steel  men  In  this  country  and 
Canada.  Speaking  of  business  In  gen- 
eral, Mr.  Schwab  said  that  to  his  mind 
its  future  depended  on  what  changes 
were  made  in  the  tariff  by  the  next 
Congress. 

W.hlle  on  his  way  to  this  country 
Mr.  Schwab  became  greatly  Interested 
in  a  fellow  passenger.  Jose  de  Laboro, 
the  eon  of  a  physician  of  Madrid.  Mr. 
de  Laboro  is  a  mind  reader,  whose  mys- 
tifylnt  demonstratlom  on  board  the 
ifteamehtp  «o  caught  Mr.  Schwab's  in- 
terest that  he  will  exploit  htm,  he  aald 
jreeterday.

COURT  STRIKES  TERROR 
TO  EXTRAVAGANT  WIVES 

Settles  Question  of  Bxpendltnree  Whloh 

May   Bs   TTsed  for   Bressmakere' 

BlUa    In   Paris 


PARIS.  Jan.  29.— -The  Fifth  Chamber 
has  pronounced  a  verdict  which  coated 
most  serious  misgivings  In  the  minds 
of  husbands  and  wives.  A  dressmaker 
sued  a  husband  for  $2,800  for  toilettes 
supplied  to  his  wife  In  1912.  and  pleaded 
that  the  amount  was  "cjuite  a  trifle  for 
nny  lady  with  the  slightest  pretentions 
to  elegance."  The  husband,  however. 
wltho\it  venturing  to  break  a  lance  over 
this  point,  declared  that  any  tradesman 
before  opening  such  a  large  credit  for 
a  married  lady  ought  first  to  ask  and 
obtain    the   approval   of   the   husband. 

The  court  more  or  less  admitted  this 
theory,  but  nevertheless  took  upon  It- 
self the  invidious  task  bf  settling  what 
credit  might  reasonbly  be  given  any 
lady  for  the  adornment  of  her  person. 
Following  {he  fundamental  principle 
which  up  to  the  present  governs  French 
taxation  in  lieu  of  the  Income  tax.  It 
was  decided  that  as  the  couple  In  ques- 
tion paid  a  house  rent  of  1800.  that 
amount  should  serve  as  a  standard,  and 
the  court  reduced  the  dressmaker's 
claim  to  this  sum.  which  It  ordered  the 
husband  to  pay.  Henceforth,  therefore, 
unleas  and  until  this  decision  Is  upspt, 
every  married  woman  will  have  liberty 
to  run  up  a  dressmaker'e  bill  equiva- 
lent to  the  rent  paid  for  her  flat  or 
house.  Curiously  enough  this  new  Idea 
finds  no  more  favor  with  the  ladles 
than  the  men,  since  in  Paris  many  of 
the  former  spend  much  mora  on  dreaa 
than  houseroom.  while  on  the  other 
hand,  an  Immense  number  of  frucal  and 
sensible  men  would  decidftdly  object  to 
their  wives  adopting  th/a  Beval  las«l

when  about  25  mlletaOttth' Of  the  Sell- 
lies,  a  tremendous  sea  broke  aboard, 
sweeping  aw^ay  everything  on  deck, 
ripping  off  the  bulwarks  and  smashing 
in  the  hatchways.  Water  rushed  in 
torrents  into  the  hold  and  engine-room, 
putting  out  the  engine-room  flres  and 
leaving  the  ship  practically  in  a  sink- 
ing condition.  We  thought  our  end  had 
come.  However,  the  steamer  lifted  her- 
self out  of  the  trough  of  the  sea  and 
the  crew  tried  to  cover  the  hatchways. 
They  found  then  that  everything  had 
been  washed  away,  and  hope  was  aban- 
doned. I  seized  my  only  chance,  turned 
the  steamer  around  and  let  her  run  be- 
fore   the    gale. 

Captain's  Jump  for  X<ife 

'•For  five  hours  we  drifted  helplessly, 
and  at  three  o'clock  we  found  the 
steamer  actually  sinking  beneath  us. 
We  had  been  flying  signals  of  distress 
and  we  noticed  another  steamer  some 
distance  away.  I  do  not  think  she 
c^uld  have  understood  our  position  ex- 
actly or  she  would  have  come  to  our 
aid  when  we  first  sighted  her;  and  had 
she  done  so  we  might  all  have  been 
saved.  As  she  did  not  come  I  ordered 
the  boats  to  be  lowered.  The  first  one 
was  smashed  end  some  of  the  crew 
drowned.  The  last  boat  capsized,  and 
when  I  looked  over  the  side  I  saw  six 
men  clinging  to  her  keel.  The  boat 
had  drifted  away  from  the  "Volmer,  but 
I  jumped  overboard  and  swam  to  her. 
We  turned  the  boat  over  and  scrambled 
In. 

"Almost  directly  afterwards  w°  saw 
the  Volmer  sink.  We  made  a  vain 
attempt  to  reach  the  other  steamer,  and 
then  darkness  fell.  It  was  then  my  men 
l>egan  to  die  on»  after  another  until 
only  two  of  us  were  left  alive.  'During 
a  terrible  thunderstorm  the  vivid  flashes 
of  lightning  showed  ur  two  steamers, 
which  passed  us  without  seeing-  us, 
and  left  us  in  an  agony  of  despair. 
We  had  no  oars  and  no  water,  and  when 
we  tried  to  get  a  bit  of  bread  from  the 
alr-tlght  tank  the  sea  snatched  ;t  away 
from  US  as  we  sat  In  tlic  boat  up  to 
our  neck  almost  In  water.  Several 
times  during  that  frightful  night  cf 
horror  we  were  washed  out  of  thn  hiat. 
hut  managed  to  scramble  back  again. 
All  next  day  we  drifted,  and  night 
found  us  in  the  same  pitiable  condi- 
tion. To  afford  ourselves  «ome  slight 
shelter  from  the  blinding  rain  and  the 
Uishlng  of  the  sea  we  covered  ourselves 
i^'i  best  we  could  with  n  bit  of  sail, 
and  I  believe  It  was  that  which  saved 
UK    from    perislilng. 

Agonies    of   Thirst 

"We  were  suffering  ag^onles  from 
thirst,  and  my  companion  i\-^nied  to 
suck  the  sail  to  obtain  relief.  Knowing 
that  the  cloth  was  saturated  with  salt 
water  and  that  It  would  drive  him  mad 
I  prevented  him  from  doing  »o,  and 
thrusting  my  hand  out  caught  some 
rain  drops  with  which  we  moistened 
our  lips.  Throughout  the  night  we 
drifted,  and  it  w9j?  not  until  ten  o'clock 
on  Saturday  morning  that  wc  wc-e  es- 
pied by  a  sailing  ship,  She.  under  sail. 
could  not  manrirtuvre  tn  n-.Trh  ii.-^.  but 
signalled  to  the  Ibex  V.  (a  steam  trawl- 
er), who  came  alongside  and  threw  us 
a  rope  which  we  had  just  enough 
strength  to  fa-itcn  around  our  waists. 
Dragged  through  the  sea.  we  lost  con- 
sciousness and  woke  to  find  ourselves 
In  a  bunk."

"The  name  of  the  inventor,"  he 
says,  "Is  lost  In  obscurity  with  the 
name  of  the  Inventor  of  the  first  stove, 
l>ut  wg^  know  that  as  far  as  modern 
limes  are  concerned,  the  first  manufac- 
vurrr  of  skates  was  a  Dutchman,  and  the 
first  skater  was  a  Dutchman. 

Holland   Modal  Copied 

"Passing  over  the  days  when  every 
skater  was  the  author  of  his  own 
skates,  we  find  that  In  the  middle  of 
the  seventeenth  century  the  Dutch  hai^ 
cornered  most  of  the  trade,  and  were 
admitted  to  be  the  best  manufacturers 
of  flkates  m  the  known  world.  Jh«

Murder  or  Bololde 

SEATTLE,  tV'ash..  Jan.  29. — Whether 
Ernest  A.  Klinger.  whose  body  was 
found  In  the  bsy  by  fishermen  today, 
wne  killed  by  robbers  or  committed 
suicide  is  the  question  the  police  are 
trying  to  unravel.  When  Kllnger's 
body  was  found,  his  watch  and  a  small 
sum  of  money  he  had  when  last  seen 
was  missing,  but  the  watch  was 
found  tonight  lying  on  s  pier  at  the 
fixyt  of  University  Street,  several  blocks 
north  of  the  place  where  the  body  was 
found.  The  finding  of  the  watch 
caused  the  police  to  believe  that  Klinger 
had  committed  suicide,  and  they  said 
h  had  spent  the  missing  money  before 
going  to  the  waterfront.

Amerloan  Improves 
"This  curve  skate  with  wooden  fit- 
tings was  the  standard  for  many  years, 
and  It  was  duo  to  an  American  that  the 
next  Improvement  was  added.  This  wa.s 
in  the  shape  of  a  socket  In  the  heel  of 
the  boot,  which  most  of  us  can  remem- 
ber. The  curve  had  disappeared  from 
the  toe  of  the  skate  by  this  time,  but 
the  upper  part  was  of  wood.  There  were 
holes,  too,  through  which  the  straps 
passed  to  attach  the  skate  to  the  boot. 
Inserted  at  right  angles  to  the  boot  the 
skate  entered  easily.  But  when  the  toe 
waa  strapped  on  It  was  inipoBslble  for 
the  heel  to  slip.  This  was  hailed  as  a 
great  invention,  for  the  trouble  with 
the  skate  slipping  from  the  boot  was 
abolished  and  the  skater  could  be  rsa- 
eonably  sure  that  his  skates  and  hla 
boots  would  not  part  company  in  the 
course  of  the  exercise.  For  many  years 
the  wooden  skate  with  the  socket  in  the 
heel     was     the   admired   of  all   admirers. 

Special    Skating   Boots 

"In  England,  before  the  introduction 
of  the  acme  skate  that  would  clamp 
itself  upon  atiy  boot,  tiio  fashion  of 
having  special  skating  boots  had  arisen. 

On  the  Fens,  where  skating  and  cspecl- 
ally  figure  skating,  was  very  popular, 
and  had  indeed  attracted  the  attention 
of  the  champions  of  Europe,  the  habit 
of  having  special  boots  for  skating  :had 
arisen.  In  this  country  the  Idea  was 
to  use  the  ordinary  boot,  wearing,  as  a 
rule,  boots  with  thick  soles.  It  was 
found  that  the  skates  attached  them- 
selves easily.  In  England,  however, 
thinner  soles  were  the  style,  and  under 
the  clanip  the  soles  crumpled  up.  There- 
fore, the  English  acquired  the  habit  of 
using  special  skating  boots.  The  latest 
phase  of  skating  follows  the  British  ex- 
ample, and  harks  back  to  t-*.e  time 
when  there  was  no  such  Invention  as  the 
skating  strap.  The  modern  .'Jkate  is 
attached  to  the  boot  by  means  of  screws. 
The  skate  Is  screwed  into  the  boot,  and 
the  boot  and  skate  are  attached  to  the 
foot,  at  the  same  time.  We  have  dis- 
covered, too,  the  advantage  of  the 
straight  blade,  and  the  ancient  curve 
has  been  abandoned.  In  England  the 
demand  for  speed  has  not  been  so  In- 
sistent, and  the  curved  blade  remains  to 
give  the  European  an  advantage  in  fan- 
cy skating,  while  to  thl.a  continent  of 
the  straight  blade  they  have  yielded  the 
palm    for  speed." 

IS  NEWEST  DISCOVERY 


TORONTO,  Jan.  29.—  In  1902  the 
Hon.  -lames  Young,  late  member  of  the 
I^omlnion  and  Provincial  parliaments, 
provincial  treasurer  of  this  province, 
published  an  interesting  and  valuable 
volume  of  recollections,  embracing  the 
story  of  Canadian  confedtratlon  under 
tlic  title,  "Public  Men  and  Public  Life 
In   Canada."

PARIS,  Jan.  29. — M.  Dussaud,  a 
French  scientist,  who  has  dls(?overed  a 
means  for  the  production  of  what  he 
terms  "cold  light.'  gave  yesterday  some 
details  of  hla  discovery,  which  It  Is 
thought  may  revolutionise  electric  light- 
ing. 

Starting  on  th-e  principle  that  rest  is 
as  essential  to  matter  as  to  animal  or- 
ganism, he  has  cohstructed  im  electric 
lamp  in  whl(;h  the  light  is  romienlrated 
on  a  single  point  by  fllaments  working 
eucccsalvely;  thence  the  light  is  pro- 
jected through  a  lens  magnifying  a 
thousandfold.  Thus  he  has  eucceeded 
In  concentrating  a  2,000  candle  jpower 
light  un  one  light  and  passing  32  volts 
into  an  eight-volt  lamp,  which,  with  the 
ordinary  light,   would  burst. 

Experiments  with  this  lamp  have 
established  that  the  new  light  is  abso- 
lutely without  danger,  afl  no  heat  Is 
given  off  and  it  requires  a  hundred 
times  less  current  than  the  ordinary 
lamp.  It  can  be  worked  by  a  tiny 
battery,  or  sufficient  motive  power  can 
be  obtained  from  a  jet  of  water  from 
an  ordinary  faucet,  or  even  «  squirrel 
turning  a  cage. 

The  light.  It  is  said,  offers  great  ad- 
vantages In  photography,  as  Its  photo- 
graphic power  is  four  times  that  of  ths 
magnesium  dash  light  It  has  been 
tried  with  great  suooess  at  the  Biarrlts 
Ughthouse,  and  M.  Dussaud  is  working 
on  its  application  to  aearohllehts  for 
the  Ministry  of  War.

TO  FISHING  GROUNDS 


Preparations  have  been  conrnienced 
by  the  management  of  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Railway  at  Vancouver  for  the 
docking  of  the  new  Empresses,  which 
■win  be  out  hcref  m  about  three  months. 
Contracts  have  been  let  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  plera  A  and  B  of  the  com- 
pany's wharves  In  that  city,  and  these 
win  be  carried  out  to  the  full  limit  nl- 
loived  for  piers  in  the  harbor,  which 
win  mean  an  added  length  of  some  150 
feet. 

Piers  A  and  B  have  been  strengthened 
by  the  addition  of  thousands  of  tons  of 
rock  during  the  last  sl.x  months.  This 
material  has  been  dumped  inside  the 
outer  plllnir  and  will  prevent  the  wharf 
swaying  during  high  winds  or  when 
bumped  to  any  extent  by  vessels  mak- 
ing their  berths.  The  rock  has  been 
<?nmped  from  the  shore  out  to  the  end 
of    the   piers. 

The  work  of  constructing  the  new 
pier  to  be  built  at  the  foot  of  Gran- 
ville Street  will  bo  rushed  during  the 
Spring  months.  The  creosoted  piling 
has  been  ordered  and  all  the  prellmln- 
arlse,  soundings  have  been  made.  The 
wharf,  where  the  pier  will  connect,  Is 
also   being   strenptbened, 

For  Coast  Steamers 

The  new  pier  will  \<v  used  for  the 
.steamers  of  the  const  service,  while 
Pliers  A  and  B  will  he  used  exclusively 
liy  the  transpacific  liners  and  the  oil 
tankers,  which  discharge  oil  Into  a  hujre 
pipe  at  the  end,  from  where  It  Is  pump- 
ed  to  the   tanks  on   shore. 

The  addition  of  the  two  new  liners 
for  the  Orient  will  not  Interfere  with 
the  operation  of  the  Monteagle,  Km- 
press  of  .Tapan  and  Kmprcss  of  Indln 
on  their  present  run.  All  five  steamers 
are  to  be  used  In  the  Chinese  service, 
but  a  much  f|Ulcl<er  schedule  will  be 
maintained.  The  great  growth  in  freitti-.t 
traffic  durl;ig  the  past  year  indicates 
that  all  five  vessels  will  be  fully  taxed 
to  care  for  the  frelj^ht  offerings  be- 
tween British  Columbia  and   the  Orient.

Canada's  flgures  of  21%  nfUllon  cwts.  of 
wheat  sent  to  the  United  Kingdom  are 
the  second  largest  among  the  wheat  Im- 
ports, In  1911  she  sent  14  mlilljons  and 
In  1910  16  millions.  The  value  of  last 
year's  Canadian  wheat  supply  was  £8,- 
844,953. 

The  number  of  Canadian  cattle  im- 
ported In  1912  was  6,800,  value  £142.- 
608,  against  42,395  (£781,4'36)  In  1911, 
and    78,691    (£1,442,781)    in    1910. 

Canada  last  year  sent  387,401  cwts. 
Of  bacon,  value  £1,175,627.  In  1911  the 
figures  were  615,807  cwts.,  value  £1,- 
798,946,  and  In  1910  411,935  cwts.,  value 
£1,449,68T. 

Only  27  cwts.  Canadian  butter  was 
received  against  61,936  In  1911,  and 
16,805  in  1910.  Cheese,  1,352,570  cwts., 
this  figure  corresponding  pretty  closei> 
to  those  of  the  two  years  previous. 

Canned  salmon,  211,616  cwts.,  against
